Indianapolis, June 20.—John N. 


Huity, secretary of the state board of 
health, has returned from Corydon 
and Hockport, where he went to in- 
vestigate the small pox conditions. 
A case of hemorrhages—bleeding 
small pox—was found at Corydon. 
Eighty ppr cent, of these cases are 
fatal. At Rockport there were found 
twenty cases of small pox.

port. 


Stiict quarantine has been estab- 


lished. Owing to the fact that many 
cases of small pox have been diag- 
nosed as chicken pox an order has 
been issued to call all cases of erup- 
tive diseases small pqx until the na- 
ture can be absolutely ascertained. 


LaGrange has quarantined against 


the town of Shipshewanna because of 
small pox. 
An investigation will 


be made of an eruptive disease that 
has made its appearance among the 
students of the Valparaiso normal 
school.

Lincoln City, and his brother, Otis 
Collier, who serves as deputy, were 
found to have small pox and there is 
great excitement in the little town. 
People are afraid to call for their 
mail. It is supposed the men con- 
tracted the disease at Rockport a 
week ago.

Jump, who reside in that vicinity, 
The Sentinel learns that the Spindler 
lad, who was thirteen years of age, 
was at work with his brother-in-law, 
John Wertz and otheis in G. W. Wil- 
bur's gravel pit, taking out gravel 
for use on the roads in that town- 
ship. 


A large excavation had been made 


and the Spindler boy was at work at 
pne end of it. He had been warned 
to be careful, as it was feared the 
embankment would cave. Suddenly, 
without a moment's warning, the 
huge mass of gravel fell, carrying 
young Spindler with it and complete- 
ly burying him from sight. The hor- 
rified workmen at once began the 
work of rescue, and were but a short 
time in getting the boy out, but 
death had ensued, and it is believed 
he was instantly killed. His body 
was badly bruised and the frontal 
bone, just above the right eye, was 
crushed.

'talian courtsfuse almost these words. 


An Austrian takes the oath in front 


jf a crucifix flanked by lighted candles. 
With uplifted hand he then says: "1 
,wear by th<s all powerful and all-wise 
Jod to Bpewk the whole and clean 
ruth." 
Some natires of India swear on the 


(kins of lizards or tigers, the penalty of 
breaking tb«e oath being that in one 
oase the witness will become the prey 
>f a tiger ai*d in the other that his body 
shall become coveied with scales like a 
lizard. 


Generally* in Spain a witness kneels 


before the I'.ible, upon which he places 
jis right bnaid. Then he swears "in the 
name of Giod and His holy book to 
,pe:ik the tenth." The judge then says. 
•If you do, this God will reward you, 
but if youifail he will require an ac- 
count of yom." 


Sometimes a Chinaman is given a 


^aucer, widen he breaks to pieces while 
this oath Is administered: "You shall 
ell the truth and the whole truth. The 
•.aucer is «racked, and if you do not tell 
the truth your soul will be cracked like 
the saucerl" Other symbolic variations 
if the Cliltnese oath are the extinguish- 
ing of a oandle or cutting off a cock's 
'lead, the flight of the candle represent- 
ng the wttness' soul and the fate of the 
cock symbolizing the fate of a per- 
jurer, 


In Norway a long homily on the sanc- 


tity of an oath is read to witnesses. 
Part of it is as follows: "If you swear 
a fnlse oa,th the goodness and mercy of 
God will not avail you, but you will be 
punished eternally in hell as a perverse 
md hardened sinner. If you swear 
falsely all your possessions will be

A Wonderful Body of Water in 


Heirt of the Cascades. 


Seven thousand feet above the sea 


level, 2,000 feet deep, six miles MI ch 
t,-iimference<and 4,000 feet from the bot- 
tom to its highest bank, Is a brlet de 
scnutiou of Crater lake, one of 
the 


world's 'greatest wonders. This lake is 
In the Wart of the Cascade mountains, 
near the southern boundary of Oregon, 
and, as its name indicates, the water 
basin is in reality the mouth of a great 
volcano, long since extinct. The tuoun 
tain which belched forth fire, smoke 
a red molten rock perhaps centuries ago 
ii'.ust have been an enormous rock bf- 
lare the eruption took place, for the 
comparison of its circumference at the 
altitude of the banks of the lake with 
the circumferences of other cones in a 
corresponding'- altitude indicates that 
the mountain whose top has been blown 
off and melted down must have been at 
least sis miles high. 


Near the center of the lake a great 


rock lifts its head 800 feet from the 
water's surface and stands as an e'tam 
l>le of what was once the gorgeous mi 
meusity of the whole rock.

Sugar as Food. 


A lump of sugar represents about as 


much nutriment us au ounce of potato, 
but while the potato will be eateu only 
because hunger prompts, the sugar, 
because of its taste, may be taken 
when the appetite has been tully sat- 
isfied. 


Sugar is a useful and valuable food. 


It must, however, be remembered that 
It is a concentrated food, aud there- 
fore should be eateu In moderate quan- 
tities, further, like other concentrated 
foods, sugar seems best lilted for as 
simulation by the body when supplied 
with other materials which dilute it or 
give it the necessary bulk. 


For Obvioutj Reaaon*. 


To Cau A»i>arus<'t- 


Wash the spears aud scrai.e off any 


tough outer scales, cut to the length ot 
a fruit jar; pack the Jar closely, till 
with told water, add a little salt, aud 
put the lid ou loosely. Place the jar in 
hot water reaching to the brim and boil 
for three hours, adding enough hot wat 
er to that in the jars to keep them lull; 
close'the lids tightly and put lu cool, 
dry, dark place. Asparagus Ireshly cut 
and in good condition should be used 
only. To prepare for the (able pour off 
the water and either place the aspaia- 
gus lu boiling water for a few minutes 
or put the open cau iu bolllug water un- 
til hot. 


Makiuir Hominy. 


Select good ears of corn, shell off by 


hand the best grains, aud clean wiref ul- 
ly. Dus.t and chaff must be removed by 
blowing. Then put the corn iu a kettle 
of cold water aud add two teaspooufuls 
of lye. Wheu it begins to boll stir oc 
casioually, and remove when the skin 
comes off easily from the grains. Hub 
the grains in the hands In cold water 
until the tips and hu&ks have been re- 
moved. Then rinse out carefully, and 
boil in fresh water ten to tifteen miu 
utes. Then drain, and cook again iu 
new water, and add pepper and salt. 
When tender it is ready for the table. 


Cauned Kliubarb. 


Select young pinkish stalks, wash 


and cut, but do not peel, add a small 
amount of cold water (not 
nearly/ 


enough to cover), aud boil up quickly, 
sweetening to taste, and seal while hot. 
Many can It unsweetened, but it is far 
safer to use the sugar. This makes 
excellent winter pies, aud is keenly rel- 
ished as sauce during 
late spring, 


when the apples begin to grow flavor- 
less. As lu canning pineapples, only 
a wooden or silver kulfe and 
spoon 


should be used, the acids turning both 
fruit and steel knives black. A porce- 
lain or agate kettle is necessary. 


Chapped Hands and Coup. 


Chapped hands are often the effect of 


usi g too much soap. The acid-, of the 
soap destroy the oil gland;; aud cells of 
the skin. 
The way to cure chapped 


hands is to use less soap, aud always 
use a little powdered borax In the wat- 
er. Tepid water is better for the hands 
than too hot or cold water. 
Warm 


borax water used for cleaning the 
hands, and a nightly rubbing with cu- 
cumber or almond cream, will cure the 
worst case of chapped hands, aud pre- 
vent them from getting iu that condi- 
tion again.

Prominent among them we find 
Generals Muller, Metzinger and Geb- 
hnrdt.

The Lordly Secretary Bird Entitled 


to ThU Honorable Distinction. 


The secretary bird, -whose habitat Is 


Africa, is the lordliest bird that walks 
and is the king of snake destroyers. 
It is about four feet from tip to tip, as 
swift ou foot as ou the wing. It likes 
to play with reptiles, to get them thor- 
oughly roused and then to swallow 
them at leisure. It has a long neck, 
small, slender body, stroug legs and a 
powerful beak. Its color is clear light 
gray aloug the sides of the head aud 
throat, wings a brown black, breast aud 
tail coverts white. The sere aud bare 
skiu about the eyes are yellow and the 
legs and foot dull flesh color.

same banks and "benches" of the 
Saskatchewan River, there arc taken 
every jcar considerable quantities of 
gold by a few diggers, who make their 
living out of the business.

The annual river floods bring down 


millions of tons of mufl and sand from 
the mountains, and this mud and sand, 
w inch is charged with gold, both "flue" 
and in flakes, is deposited to a depth 
of sis Inches or more on the banks of 
gravel. It Is in the winter that the 
gold is washed, and it Is said that sev- 
en men work about twenty tons of tbe 
•pay dirt" in a day. 


Tin; Viistnoss of London. 


The uistness of London Is becoming 


more and more striking. The leal Lon 
don is comprised in what is called the 
Metropolitan police area, and iu thai 
area there is a population of 3,03;5,SOG, 
which is as great as the combined pop 
illations of four great capitals of Eu- 
lope—St Petersburg, Berlin, Pails and 
Home.

4 points, and there were sharp losses 
in Sugar, Brooklyn Transit, Metro- 
politan and Anaconda. The railroad 
list was weak also, especially the in- 
ternational stocks in sympathy with 
the heaviness of foreign stock mar- 
kets. After the opening dip the steel 
stocks rallied slightly. 


The slump in federal steel and steel 


and wire tempted the bears to raid 
the other specialties, and Tennessee 
Coal, Tin Plate and American Tobac- 
co dipped sharply.

was produced in the railways outside 
of the Pacific.

Dull- 
ness developed and brisk couplings 
in Brooklyn Transit, Steel and Wire, 
Sugar and Federal Steel carried them 
up materially, and strengthened the 
entire list. Metropolitan, exception- 
ally, bounded up 6 points. 


Althoiigh speculation was intensely 


dull the undertone was much i/nprov- 
ed nnd most shares hardened despite 
Irregularity in Sugar, Metropolitan 
atnl Tiansit. Des Moincs and Foit 
Dodge rose 2 points on sa>y and the 
jiifferred stock was bid np 5% points 
Without a sale. Sales of stocks todaj 
noon were 227,113 shares.

In China the barbers are "great peo- 


plo," for as a nation the Chinese are 
tlic most noteworthy of earthly shavers. 
A Chinaman with a bearded face or an 
unshin on poll is a creature rarely seen 
Aud, 
assuming the population of the 


Chiuese empire to be 400,000,000, quiti 
100,000,000 Chinese faces and as manj 
Celestial pates have to pass under tin 
hair-removing razor once a week at 
least. The barbers, therefore, form n 
decidedly important portion 
of tlu 


\\ hole people. They have their guilds 
and trade unions, ami when they al 
combine they can do almost anything 
they like. 


In &pito of this, tradition hath it thai 


thete was a time when by imperial edict 
the barbers were classed s>o low in tin 
social scale that no razor-w ielder wa- 
allowed to enter the lists of couipetltivt 
examinations for official place. After i 
w hile, they rebelled, and their rebcllioi 
took the form of a general strike. Froti 
Canton to Pekin, from Thibet to tlu
